SET Rate Increases Defeated 

Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Maryland, Mississippi, 

North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Vermont 

SET Rates Changed 

Connecticut - Increases upwards of $.15 introduced, including $.10 
by Governor. Result: $.02, effective 7/1/93, and $.03, effective 
7/1/94, adopted. 

New York - Numerous proposals introduced, including $.21 by 
Governor. Result: $.17 increase effective 6/1/93, 

Washington. DC - $.15 introduced and $.15 adopted pending 
Congressional approval. 

1993 SET Rates Still Pending 

Indiana - Special Session convenes 6/9 to fund healthcare cost. 
Pending are several increases ranging from $.15-,35, including 
gubernatorial-driven $.18. 

Maine - $.08-. 15. The Governor does not support an increase. 
Activity on this is very fluid with the budget process just getting 
underway. 

Michigan - Several proposals pending, including an ad valorem tax- 
no t gubernatorial driven at this time.
